Washington, Oct. 20.—Presirleut Wilson by proclamation loday 
declared Sunday, October 28, as a day of prayer for the success of 
the nation's anii.^ in the war, in accordance with the recent resolution 
of congress. The president's proclamation is as follows:

BAGS TO CAREY 
SUGAR SHPINT 


Washington, Oct. 20.—Through co- 
operation 
of 
the 
British 
admiralty 
with the United States food adminis- 
tration a plentiful supply of jute bags 
for handling the coming Cuban sugar 
crop is now assured, it was announced 
today. The food administration's trans- 
portation division has been doing ev- 
erything possible to facilitate the im- 
mediate marketing of the Cuban crop, 
•when it begins to come in about De- 
cember 15. 
One of the principal diffi- 
culties has been in obtaining jute bags. 
T h e question was finally taken up with 
the British government with the re- 
sult that the bags are to be sent from 
India to Cuba, the British admiralty to 
furnish the necessary shipping facili- 
ties.

OLD ANIMOSITIES 


BEING FORGOTTEN 


Victory Will Remove Only 
International Menace to 
Moiiroe Doctrine. 


Hon. .John Barrett, director general 
of the Pan-American L'nion in Wash- 
ington, D. C.. arrived in Fori 
Wayne, 
Saturday morning, from South Bend, 
where on Friday he addressed the real 
estate dealers of the state in annual 
convention. 
Mr. Barrott was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Liberty Loan dem- 
onstration here Saturday afternoon. 


In an interview with a Sentinel re- 
porter, Mr. Barrett gave much inter- 
esting information regarding the war 
and its effect upon Pan-America and 
Pan-Americanism. 
ite spoke as fol- 
lows: 


The end of the war will be the be- 
giniiing 
of 
a 
new 
era 
for 
Pan- 
America and Pan-Americanism. After 
the war will come a new America 
which will mean a new "all Amer- 
ica," or Pan-America, and a 
new 
Pan-Americanism. 
In the crucible 
of this mighty struggle 
are 
being 
burned out the old animosity, the old 
distrust between 
North and 
South 
America. 
The purified residue will 
be a new mutual confidence, a new 
good will and a new co-operation for 
the common 
good. 
Pan-American 
comity and commerce, 
Pan-Ameri- 
can travel and trade. Pan-American 
intercourse and intimacy will then 
have a new inspiration and a new 
force. 


When the war is concluded, 
we 
will realize that it has done more 
than 
any 
other 
international 
in- 
fluence 
since the declaration of the 
Monroe 
Doctrine 
in 1823, to develop 
ideal and permanent 
Pan-American 
.solidarity; that it has accomplished 
more than all the diplomatic notes 
of a century to jnake the 
Monroe 
Doctrine an unquestioned 
principle 
in the relationship of nations. After 
the war the Monroe Doctrine must 
and will become a great Pan-Amer- 
ican doctrine. 
Then it will belong to, 
and 
be espou.sed 
by, every 
other 
American government from Canada, 
Cuba and Me.xico .south to Argentina, 
Uhuguay and Chile, as much as by 
the United States. 
Then, being Pan- 
American and supported 
by every 
American government, it will be for- 
ever accepted and respected by the 
rest of the world, and, in its essence, 
become a world doctrine standing for 
the integrity, independence and self- 
government of every nation, «great 
and small. 


Victory for the United States and 
the allies will remove for all time the 
only 
international 
menace 
to 
the 
Monroe Doctrine. 
The 
new 
Pan- 
America and new Pan-Americanism 
which will follow the war will also 
be so powerful in their own inherent 
strength 
and 
backing ' that 
never 
again can a new menace from 
the 
old world assert itself. 


No other nation of America can 
honestly and logically even intimate 
that the United States has entered

liberty 
loan campaign closed Its third week

000,000 at the end of business today. 


At the same time it was announced 
that over a wide section of country 
extending from the middle west south- 
ward Into Texas and eastward to the

A minimum of two billion dollars in 
subscriptions to the liberty loan be- 
fore the close of business tonight was 
the goal which workers throughout the 
country aimed at today.

cause returns for Friday had not been 
made public by the treasury depart- 
ment early today.

Day's War News 


Just when it appeared that the Ger- 
mans had virtually abandoned the use 
of the Zeppelin for air raids on Eng- 
land because of the effective defense 
that 
had 
been 
established 
against 
them ajiother Zeppelin fleet has pene- 
trated 
to eastern 
and 
northeastern 
counties and reached at least the edge 
of the London area. 
The bombs drop- 
ped by the raiders killed twenty-seven 
persons and injured fifty-three others, 
it is officially announced. 
These casu- 
alties cover all the districts visited. 
Houses and business structures were 
damaged to .some extent, says the brief 
statement issued. 
All the raids in re- 
cent weeks have been condi|cted by 
means of airplane \yhich prove 
ex- 
tremely difficult 
to 
combat on the 
moonlight nights chosen for their op- 
erations. 
After the last series of raids 
during which the heaviest casualties 
occurred it was announced that a re- 
reprisal policy had been decided upon 
by the British government. 
The last 
previous use of the Zeppelin for raid- 
ing purposes was on September 34, 
when an airplane raiding fleet also 
was in action. 
The airplanes reached 
London 
and

havoc, but the Zeppelins barely suc- 
qeeded in crossing the coast line.

Convention Asks President 
and Congressmen to 
Aid Suffrage. 


Anderson, Ind.f Oct. 20.—With Indi- 
ana to become a dry state within the 
next few months, the state meeting of 
the Women' s 
Christian 
Temperance 
union, in session here, is turning its 
attention chiefly to women's suffrage 
and war on narcotics. 
The W. C. T. U. 
today designated Sunday, April 7, as 
the date for celebrating the going out 
of saloons In Indiana and proposes to 
devote that day to thanksgiving and 
prayer, in which the co-operation of 
churches and all other organizations 
that have worked for temperance will 
be asked. 
Later today a committee 
will be appointed to map out a tenta- 
tive program for the proposed celebra- 
tion. 


A resolution was passed today that 
will be forwarded to President Wil- 
son and all Indiana members of con- 
gress asking their support of the Susan 
B. Anthony amendment to the consti- 
tution 
granting 
universal 
suffrage. 
Delegates 
in 
the 
convention 
also 
pledged themselves to work to secure 
the passage by the next Indiana legis- 
lature of a measure to provide for a 
vote on calling a constitutional con- 
vention. 


In her annual address Mrs. 
Culla 
Vayhinger, state president of the W. 
C. T. U., said: 


"I would recommend that we co- 
operate with other 
organizations 
in 
suffrage and war relief work. 
But re- 
member that co-operation 
does 
not 
mean doing less in our own organiza- 
tion but more and better -work in our 
franchise department and in those de- 
partments which are directly connect- 
ed with war work, such as work among 
soldiers and sailors, temperance and 
labor, flower mission and relief work, 
moral 
education, 
literature, 
work 
among foreign speaking people, house- 
hold economies, anti-narcotics and leg- 
islation."

U. has a total membership of 12,217, 
a gain of 703 during the year.

fore none of the men had really expe- 
rienced what the song really meant un- 
til the last evening in Camp 
Taylor 
when they realized that they were soon 
to leave their Kentucky home for the 
south. 


The men were sorry to leave Camp 
Taylor, but realizing 
that 
wherever 
they were bent they were still on the 
same duty they 
gladly said 
good-by 
amid a rousing cheer of their follow 
soldiers whom they left behind. 


Each one of the companies in the 
Seventeenth battalion is now but a skel- 
eton composed of fourteen men each.

S. Transport Antilles Torpedoed 
by German U-Boat While on 
Her Homeward Trip. 


SEVENTY LIVES KNOWN TO BE LOST 


Washington, Oct. 20.—The German U-boat has claimed its first 
victims from America's war forces. Within twenty-four hours after 
an American destroyer had been disabled in an undersea attack,- » 
torpedo crashed into the engine room bulkhead of the home-comiiig 
transport Antilles and sent her to the bottom with the loss of seventy 
lives. 


Sixteen soldiers and several en- 
listed men of the navy were in- 
cluded in the submersible s hea%'y 
toll. 


Administration o f f i c i a l s a r e 
awaiting with profound interest 
today amplification of the meager 
details cabled to the navy depart- 
ment yesterday by Vice Admiral 
Sims. 


Names of the great majority of the 
victims are lacking, yesterday's dis- 
patches giving only those of four naval 
seamen and three engineer officers of 
the transport. 


Casualty l i s t Not Available. 
It was impossible early today to as- 
certain the identity of the casualties 
among the crew and soldiers. 
The list 
cannot be completed until the muster 
roll, made up at the French port of 
embarkation, can be compared 
with 
the roster of survivors. 


While the deepest sympathy was ex- 
pressed today 
in 
official circles for 
those who gallantly gave up their lives, 
i-elief was general over the fact that 
the vessel had 
met 
her fate while 
homeward bound and not on the way 
over with a large number of troops 
aboard. 


Had the successful attack been de- 
livered while the Antilles was on her 
trip to France, the loss of life prob- 
ably would have been appalling. She 
was hit in a vital 
spot 
and plunged 
below so swiftly that but comparative- 
ly- few^ could have survived. 


Manner of Attack Puzzles. 
Interest is intense in the manner the 
submarine managed to elude the pro- 
tecting convoy and discharge the tor- 
pedo that hurtled 
directly into the 
bowels of the vessel. 


Naval officers are 
of 
the 
opinion 
that the German commander lurk,'^ 
beneath the surface till the destroyers 
passed overhead and then waited for 
the big troop ship to come into easy 
range before releasing the deadly mis- 
sile. 
It is inferred the ship went down 
in a few minutes, 
this 
fact coupled 
with the necessity of rescuing the sur- 
vivors made impossible any attempt to 
locate the U-boot. 
The heaviest loss 
of life, it is thought, was among the 
engine room and fire room crew. 
No Chunco to Escape. 
Stunned or maimed by the explo- 
sion, that vltrualyy broke the ship in 
two. these men must have had but lit • 
tie time to gain access to the deck, 
with Its chance for life. 
The absence 
of casualty among the army and navy 
officers aboard is attributed to the fact 
that their state rooms lay along the 
decks, from which they could jump 
to the waters below in hope of being 
picked up.

Petrograd,

20.—^The 
Russian 
ministry of marine has issued the fol- 
lowing statement i-egarding the naval 
battle in the gulf of Riga: 
"Tuesday 
night, an enemy squadron of twenty 
ships penetrated the gulf of Riga and 
a t 9 o'clock the next morning was dis- 
covered making its way through 
the 
channels south of Moon Sound. 
The 
squadron Included two battleships of 
the Koenig type. 
Our 
detachments 
under Admiral Bakhirelf, who hoisted 
his flag on the cruiser Bayan, accom- 
panied by the battle ships Gerjdanin 
and Slava steamed f r o m the eastern 
part of Moon island to 
engage 
the 
enemy, preceded by torpedo boat pa- 
trols which withdrew before the enemy. 


"At 9:30 o'clock the enemy opened 
fire on our torpedo boats and our de- 
tachment, issuing f r o m 
the 
ch"&,nnc!, 
took up formation in a radius between 
the Werden and Weiland light house, 
near Moon island. 
While approaching 
the enemy, the cruiser Bayan v^ras at- 
tacked unsuccessfully by a submarine 
rine. 


"At 10:30 o'clock our 
detachments 
engaged the enemy squadron. 
The fire 
of the hostile dreadnoughts was di- 
rected from a distance often beyond 
the range of our old type ve.ssels. 
At 
noon, in view of the enemy's superior- 
ity and the appearance of new enemy 
warships. Admiral Bakhii-elY ordered 
the detachment to retire Into the in- 
terior of Moon Sound. 
Our ships then 
turned northward and withdrew f r o m 
the 
flght. 


"The battleship Slava, the last of the 
line and which had been damaged se- 
verely under the waterline finally sank 
by the head and toundered in the deep 
entrance of Moon Sound. 
The 
re- 
mainder of the squadron entered this 
channel. 
P a r t of the enemy squadron 
began to fire on the Moon and Werder 
batteries and silenced and 
destroyed 
them. 
Our vessels suffered some d a m - 
age. 
After shelling the batteries the 
enemy entered the southern part of the 
Kuiwast roadstead. 


"During these movements the cruiser 
Admiral Makaroff and some, gunboats 
and destroyers in inner Moon Sound 
protected that channel and the mouth 
of K a s h a r Bay between the islands of 
Dago, Oesel and Moon. 
Some of these 
ships remained throughout the night 
near the coast of Oesel island and re- 
peatedly attempted to m a k e their way 
into the eastern 
portion 
of 
K a s h a r 
Bay." 


The rest of the statement is a repeti- 
tion of the official statement issued to- 
day in which it was announced 
that 
two trawlers had been sunk by the 
Russian fire and that two enemy tpr- 
pedo boats had been sunk by striking 
mines 
in 
the 
Moon 
Sound 
regions 
Thursday. 
It adds, however, that a 
German 
torpedo 
boat 
escorting 
the 
main squadron ran into a Russian mine 
and sank.

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SPECULATION OVERREACHES. 


The people of , the coimtry will not be 
deeply stricken with pain over the confessed 
plight of the egg speculators. "With poignant 
memories of last winter and the rapacities 
that thé speculators jDracticed against the 
American home in putting storage eggs up to 
a price that was so nearly prohibitive as to 
forbid those of ordinary means the use of 
eggs, the fact that in this early season the 
.speculators 
find 
themselves greatly 
over- 
loaded and facing heavj-- losses can scarcely 
disturb the public mind. 
' 
The great storage interests are reported now 
to have something above one hundred and 
fifty million dozens of eggs in the ice houses. 
The laying season is still open and prices are 
such as to bring eggs promptly into the mar- 
kets. The storage interests are now appealing 
to the government to make eggs an army 
ration ànd so help relieve the egg congestion. 
That would be fine, but the government should 
fix the price at a point where eggs would not 
be an extravagance, and at the same time 
"^oUght also to establish a maximum price for 
storage eggs thiit when the congestion is 
abated there will not be an immediate raid on 
the public. 


It looks as though the storage interests had 
cornered the market during the spring and 
summer with some very definite intentions 
that the public should realize before the win- 
ter was over the general prediction of un- 
precedented egg prices. 
All through the 
warmer mouths, from ]\Iarch to midsummer, 
when the laying season is at the peak, egg 
prices were kept up to levels that had no 
parallel in any previous corresponding sea- 
son. The speculative interests, taking by far 
the greater bulk of eggs, were buying in com- 
petition with the consumer and of course fixed 
the price. That the prices were kept up could 
argue only that the speculators were staking 
their money on complete control of the market 
this winter. The fact of almost two billions 
of eggs in storage shows how well that part 
^f the program was managed. 


The speculators, as it now appears, over- 
reached themselves and have on hand more 
Bggs than they can see any market for. They 
want the government to help them out of a 
situation that is pregnant with the threat of 
• huge losses. This is in fine contrast with the 
impudence and scorn with which the "egg 
kings" last winter told the public to be 
damned. If eggs are practicable as an army 
ration, and we see no reason why that may 
not be true as respects the big camps and 
cantonments, part of the storage stocks might 
very well be taken for the purpose; but it 
EhoTild be only after regulations are made that 
will prevent any subsequent raping of the 
public. 


Here is a good time and place to make the 
potential blessing of cold storage a distinct 
public benefit and permit it to be no longer 
the means of extortion that it has so signally 
become.

Just h o w m a n y thousands of soldiers the 


government has landed on French soil since 
the late spring, when the first of the Pershing 
expedition was transported to Europe, has 
been a carefully guarded war secret, but the 
supposition is reasonable that the number is 
large. 
That many transports loaded with 
troops and numerous supply ships should have 
been taken safely across and that after five 
months of these military operations there 
should be but this single disaster to record 
shows mth what vigilance and efficiency the 
war and navy departments have been direct- 
ing the work. 
Soon after the first of the 
Pershing expedition reached France it became 
known that the Berlin government had some- 
how been made aware of the departure of the 
expedition and had laid careful and extensive 
plans for a submarine ambush. So well was 
the expedition convoyed there was no Joss, 
though the U-boats did their best. 


We cannot expect throughout to enjoy im- 
munity from the submarines. 
Just in pro- 
portion to the chances will the risk increase 
except, of course, as modified by the exten- 
sion and improvement of measures to combat 
them. That great headway has been made in 
this respect is given good proof in the fact 
that we have just lost our first transport and 
by the diminished losses of general shipping 
by the allies. 


The torpedoing of the Antilles will be with- 
out military consequences. 
The loss of a 
transport is serious, certainly, and the de- 
struction of seventy lives is trajgic; but the 
bearing of these unhappy incidents on the 
great result that lies ahead will be in the 
manner that it will begin to steel the Ameri- 
can heart for the stern and heroic tasks wo 
have undertaken. 


Other and longer casualty lists will be 
flashing from the cables before the war is 
many weeks older. We are brought each day 
nearer to a realization of what the people have 
been slow to appreciate. When we once are 
fairly in the great red welter a change will 
come over the spirit of all loyal America as 
it has over France and Britain. 
There wi^ 
be neither reluctance nor want of fortitude 
for the duties and sacrifices that war must 
inevitably impose. 
There will be no easy 
tolerance of disloyalty, no condonement of the 
fire in the rear. All Americans will be Ameri-

ELIGIBLES DIVIDE 


INTO FIVE GROUPS 


Will Be So Registered But 
Have Right of Appeal to 
District Boards. 


Washington, 
Oct. 20.—President 
Wilson has approved t h e new 
d r a f t 
regulations which will be promulgated 
soon to govern the selection of the re- 
mainder of registered men for the na- 
tional army. 
The new plan aims to 
classify each of the men not yet draft- 
ed in his place in the national scheme 
of defense and to postpone the drafting 
of men most needed in war industries 
and those having dependents. 


To classify a registered m a n a ques- 
tionaire will be sent for him to fill o u t 
and return to his local board. 
Upon 
perusal of the questionaire he will be 
assigned to one of five classes. If he is 
dissatisfied with the position assigned 
him by the locala board he has the 
right to appeal to the district board to 
change his status. 


Class No. 1, the first from which the 
armies will be drawn, will include all 
physically fit men who have nothing 
to keep them from serving. 


No. 2 will include those less fit or 
those engaged in an industry 
neces- 
sary to the prosecution of the war. 


Class 3, those still less fit or highly 
skilled operators. 


Class 4 will contain men who should 
be the last to be taken. 


Class No. 5 will be known a s the 
"discard class" and in it will be placed 
those wholly unfit for military 
ser- 
vice, either on account of total physi- 
cal disability or indispensability to the 
government in other service-

The most effective weapon in possession 
of the defensive team Is Its ability to 
tackle well. No team can be overwhelm- 
ingly defeated if It contains good tacklers. 
The players shoiild constantly practice thè 
vai'ious kinds of tackling to become so 
accustomed to It that they seldom misB 
their man. 


Generally speaking there are two kinds 
of tackling; the head-on tackle and the 
side tackle. The head-on tackle is the one 
in which the runner is met by the tackier 
coming: straig-ht at him. 


The tackier should approach his man 
low with his weight well forward and his 
shoulders no higher than the runner's 
knees. At the instant he makes his tackle 
he should drive into the man with a pow- 
erful leg drive and meet the runner Just 


above or below the kne#. 
The tickler 
should grip firmly and If possible carry 
the runner back. 


The men backing up the lln« are called 
upon to make this form of tackle most 
often. 


The side tackle is the one In which the 
tackier meets the runner at an angle. In 
these tackles, the runner is eithr 
ap- 
proaching the tackier" s left or right shoul- 
der. 


When the runner Is approaching the 
tackler's left shoulder the tackier should 
keep his weight well down and time his 
speed in such a way that he will Intercept 
the runner and drive his body across his 
path directly In front. In this case the 
tackier should take off his right foot which 
should be planted about two feet from the 
runner and about one yard ahead, so that 
he may be able to shoot his head and 


body In front of the runner. By taking 
off with the right foot in this manner the 
tackier is eriven a leg drive which carries 
his body well across the path of the run- 
neir and In caise of a miss the runner is 
obstructed by the tackler's body. 


When 
the 
runner 
is 
approaching 
towards the tackler's right shoulder the 
performance Is just the reverse. That Is, 
the tackier takes off his left foot and grabs 
the runner on his right shoulder and 
chest. 


There Is another form of side tackling 
which is very generally used and very ef- 
fective. The form used should be identi- 
cal with the above description, only the 
tackier allows his head to slip just be- 
hind the runner and takes the Impact on 
the opposite shoulder. 
I think the form 
in which the tackier shoots his head in 
front of the runner is the more effective.

The lightweight 
champion had 
all ten 
rounds to his credit. In the final session 
Britton was on the ropes, but weathered 
the storm and stuck through to the finish. 


According to the articles of agreement 
Britton had to weigh 139 pounds an hour 
befor« the fight. His 
regular 
battling 
weight is around the 144 pound mark, and 
there was a great dbal of argument cen- 
tering around this point. LeoMu^'s nat- 
ural weight Is 132 pounds, but even the 
seven pounds ha Is giving away to Britton 
did not prevent his followers from making 
him a favorite In the betting. 


For some reason of other there was an 
unusual amount of wagering on the out- 
come, giving the suspicious gents a chance 
to talk scandal. Ringside bettors were 
offering as good fts Id to t that Leonard 


would win the popular verdict, and they 
were taking 2 to 1 that Leonard would 
register a knockout. 


Oddf a Surprise. 


These odds came as a big surprise, for 
the reason that Britton is looked upon 
as on« of the greatest fighters in the 
world. 
He only recently lost a fifteen 
round decision to Kid Lewis, with the 
welterweight title at stake. A little over 
a year ago he gave Packey McFarland a 
tough fight, the opinion at the outcome 
being divided. 


However, most of the sharpshooters 
figured that Britton could not be at his 
best at tlie weight. His manager issued 
the usual bunk about prediction ot a 
knockout.

Byron Bancroft Johnson, the man who 
made the American league possible, the 
never say die, two-handed scrapper who 
took up the Issue against the powerful 
National league organixatioh and made 
its officials recognize his organization as 
an equal, then ruled his league with czar- 
like autocracy; who fought the Federal 
league oft its f6et, declares he Is through 
with baseball until after the war. 


Johnson seldom makes a statement he 
is not ready to back up with action. 


When he declared, during the world 
series that he Intended to quit baseball 
and enlist in 
government 
service in 
France, many thought he was "bluffing." 
When he repeated the statement they sat 
up and took notice. 


Johnson has not yet resigned. Maybe 
he won't go to France, but his state- 
ments have catised a lot of comment on 
whom his probable 
successor will 
be

Edward G. Barrow, i^resldent of the Intcr- 
i^ttonal 
league, next to 
Johnson the 
greatest ^hter In baseball. 


One glance at Barrow's bulldog jaw 
brands him as a fighter and long before ho 
became known in International 
league 
circles his pugnacity had carried him 
through many battles In business life and 
minor leaguedom. 


His great fights came against the Fed- 
eral league when he matched wits and 
ability against Jim Gllmore» waging an 
even fight against the powerful money in- 
terests backing the Feds, although he had 
practically no money to carry on the fight 
with. 
Barrow's ceaseless warfare, more 
than anything else, forced the Federal 
league leaders into a compromise with or- 
ganized baseball. 


In more than one way Barrow's career 
has been similar to that ot Johnson. Both 
.started 'as newspaper men. 


Barrow was mailing clerk on the Des 
(Iowa) News back In 1887, and later be- 
dtitne circuiâtlôit 
At tittt tlm« 


Fred Clarke, former manfger.of the Pl- 
ram, éftrrl«â: pkpers for hfth. , 


Wliile in Des Moines Barrow organiited 
an independent bttll club. Clarke, Ducky 
Holmes, Hermah McFaf-l^nd, thé old Yan- 
kee catcher, and George Cross, later With 
Baltlhioré, were sòme of his playett). 


Láté^ Bári'dW went to Pittsburg áhd it 
was here thiat he Jòliled with Géònre 
Morelàiid and others In foUttdlhg the old 
Interstate league, Which cdthprlsed several 
Ohio, Pennsylvania aild West Vlirgihta 
toWnri. it 'waO 
in this league that Honus 
Wagner playèd his first professional gàMe. 


After this league had hit the rocks Bàt-- 
row went east and was one of the founders 
of the Atlantic ieague, which blew up In 
1899^ ÏH>r thé néxt thfee years Bainrow 
managed the Totn;tto élub of the Bastelm 
now thé ïnèefhâtlôhal léàfUé. Ih 189S he 
managed Detroit, but was let out the next 
year when the club chAliged hands. *rhe 
following yéár he manáí«d Itlàtaniàpolls. 
Retuíhlttg to Tronto the ftext year Bair- 
row became disguètèd when hlfe team 
finished last, and retihed fh>m baseball 
üntll 1910, when-he accented thd .manot«» 
m«nt otthe MontrMi club ntid thi^.next 
year was elected preaid«ht bt th* leafu».

I F 
you were a youngster, say about 
8 years old, and your ijiost re- 
. cent experience 
with 
life had 
been desertion by your father, a beat- 
ing by your mother that threw you 
against the kitchen stove in your two- 
room home, and a gnawing hunger 
which bread alone did not satisfy, you 
might be pardoned an inordinate en- 
thusiasm for a two weeks' outing in 
the country and a prodigal love for 
those about you during that time. 


You might also be pardoned a lack 
of understanding for the niceties of 
life. 


Put yourself in the place of such a 
yotmgster as tie one mentioned above, 
or In the place of one not so ill-favor- 
ed 
by circumstances, 
and imagine 
yourself taken out in the country for 
two glorious weeks, with nothing to 
do but eat, play and sleep. 
If those 
two weeks did not^make you enthusi- 
astic for the place and in love with 
those in charge—well, you would noi 
be normal at all. 


Every year for a period of ten weeks 
in the summer, for the past nineteen 
y^ts, almost a thousand children have 
been given an outing at the Children's 
Industrial Farm near Eureka, Mo. To 
any child the outing would be a mem- 
orable one, but it is doubly dear to the 
children in whose lives charity is a 
potent element. In groups of from. 150 
to 200, the children of St. Louis' slums 
are taken to the farm and given a two 
weeks' respite from the city's summer 
heedlessness. 
A dozen mothers ac- 
company each group, and about as 
many 
entertainers are provided to 
help matters along, so that, in the al- 
ley parlance of the boys themselves. 
It is "THE life." 


Smn^Ied Under Hillside. 


On the approach 
to the 
farm it 
makes a pretty picture, as its build- 
ings seem to hug the hillside which 
stands guard beyond and above the 
children's grounds. Mrs. Tillery wel- 
comes the children and the guests as 
well. I arrived 
too late to see the 
early morning program, but not too 
late to be welcomed, and to witness 
part of the morning routine. 


The Children arise at 6 o'clock each 
jndming and have an hour for lava- 
tlona and for acquiring appetites un- 
^ tii breakfast at 7. At 6:30 the "grown 
folks," breakfast is served, and it is 
entirely finishad by the lime the kitch- 
«B is ready for the horde of hungry 
lAtlAra. 


^ 
GoiaC to Boe»!«, the children line up 
Just outside Itie dining hall in a col- 
umn four abreast, and at the signal 
from MIm Mlanle they approach the 
nearest I ever saw to ausolu«e silence 
aAong children. This sUence must 
prmAU before £ne second signal, the 
lleh to ester th« dining room, is given. 
^feAaps this fact accounts for the si- 


lence. At the second signal one of the 
entertainers 
begins a march on the 
piano, 
and 
the column of hungry 
youngsters makes its invasion of the 
room. 


Breakfast is not a pi-olonged feast, 
for these children, like all chiiaren, 
eat in a hurry. After the meal is over 
about an hour is given over to "digest- 
ing" it, until the bell for worship rings 
at 8:30. Worship is held in the big 
assembly hall. It is conducted by one 
of the entertainers 
and 
consists of 
two songs, such as "I'll Be a Sunbeam 
for Jesus, and "Precious Jewels," a 
Bible 
story by the 
entertainer 
in 
charge, and the Lord's Prayer at the 
close. 


Dressed for the 
day, the children 
wear simple clothing of great utility. 
The girls are supplied with gingham 
dresses, which "wear hard" and do not 
show dirt readily. Overalls and blue 
shirts comprise the garb of the boys. 
Nearly all of the boys go barefooted. 
Many of the girls, also, put aside shoes 
and stockings for their fourteen days 
on the farm. 


Oat for a Walk. 


At 9 o'clock. Miss Anna Astroth, the 
"Hearth Fire Girl," who remains at 
the farm during summer, takes the 
boys or girls for a walk. Those who 
do not care to go with her, may remain 
at the assembly hall or idle about the 
campus or the park just across the 
way from the campus. Both of <bese 
places are always in charge of «vme 
one of the entertainers. 


These 
entertainers 
are groups or 
girls who, for the love of the work, 
devote two weeks of their time eacn 
summer, to assist 
in caring for the 
children. 


Tho tlay I spent at 
the farm, a 
group of nine Washington 
University 
girls was there, serving as entertain- 
ets. 
It is entirely 
from the social 
class, of which the university woman 
is an ideal type, that the entertainers 
come. 


One duty not immediately thought of 


falls to the entertainers. It is censor- 
ing the outgoing mail. 
Prodigies of 
infant imaginations oftentimes convey 
accounts o£ circumstances and inci- 
dents wholly innocent but injuriously 
inaccurate. 


This censoring of the malls goes no 
farther than to eliminate any inaccvi- 
racles concerning the camp. 
But in 
the work the childish delight of the 
youngsters comes before the eyes of 
the girls. One wrote: 


"Dear Grandma—^We are having a 
fine time here. We are having fine 
eating. We have to eat biscuits, peas, 
gravy, sweet bread and potatoes. We 
have to sleep in cottages. 


"Bertha." 
Another of the missives read: 
"Dear Papa—It is cool out here. I 
got my picture took in the pool. I am 
so happy I cannot sit still. I want 
that to rite to you. 
CHARLEY." 


This part of the work the entertaiix- 
ers enjoy quite as much as any others, 
and must at times come across some 
letters innocently portraying an im- 
aginary state of affairs at the farm 
like the lad who asked for additional 
helpings of chicken until it gave out. 
Upon hearing that the supply was ex- 
hausted he assumed an injured look, 
but later admitted that ho didn't want 
any more. 
Just wanted to know if 
there was some more." 


Mothers are taken to the farm, too, 
and act as attendants. 
They come 
from the missions and charitable in- 
stitutions as well as the children. And 
to them, although they are expected to 
lend material aid in doing the work of 
the farm, such as the cooking, wash- 
ing, etc., the two weeks' stay is as real 
a vacation as it is to the children, for 
there h intich less work to be done 
than there is at home. 


These women alWHys are mothers 
whose children are attending the farm 
at the same time. They are chosen 
with a tlew to reward them for good 
mothethood In districts where that 
qualit]^ la at a premium, and with a 
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view to provide 
the 
best 
possible 
"mothering" 
for the 
children. 
One 
mother sleeps in each cottage with the 
twelve children who occupy it. 
She 
makes the twelve little 
beds in the 
morning and puts the room in order. 
Other 
duties are 
assigned to her 
>!iroughout the day. 


The "Happiness Factory." 


When I arrived at the farm, many 
of the children had gone out for their 
morning walk with Miss Astroth. The 
others were playing about the campus 
with two of the entertainers in sharge. 
Mrs. Tillery welcomed mo and said, 
"You are the young man whom Miss 
Lucy was expecting," 


Miss Lucy was one of the entertain- 
ers. 
She was expecting me. 
And I 
had been expecting to see her. 
She 
had been away from St Louis for two 
weeks, two long weeks. But no mat- 
ter. 


As I climbed the hill to the enter- 
tainers' cottage, all the 
entertainers 
fled—^with their knitting. Miss Lucy, 
who was brave and "expecting me," 
alone remained. She—^well, presently, 
she took me for a walk around the 
ground of the farm to show me the 
"happiness factory," as some term the 
place, and I followed the children 
through the rest of the day's program. 


Miss Lucy had previously warned 
me that I must not be surprised at the 
way she explained me to the children. 
And when she told them I was her 
brother I was not particularly aston- 
ished at the sudden adoption. 
How- 
ever, it was not until about 2 in the 
afternoon that I bécame accustomed 
to the name "Mr. Lucy," when thé chil- 
dren clamored to have their picture 
taken or to show off some trick or 
other to me. 


Half the Sise of Name. 


We went first to the assembly hail, 
whei'e many of the children were lin- 
gering after worship. Miss Lucy had 
a host of them pulling at her skirts, 
holding her hand, and, addressing her 
as "Teacher" or "Miss Kathleen," ask- 
ing or telling her a thousand things.

To prevent acute cases of bronchitis 
the first rule is to keep away f r o m all 
persons known to be suffering with the 
disease. 


Avoid hot, close rooms where 
the 
air is known to be stale and dirty. 


If strong enough to stand it take a 
cold sponge or a cold air b a t h everj' 
day throughout the winter. 


If you do catch the disease it can 
be cured quickly if the victim goes to 
bed and stays there quietly for a day 
or two at the first signs of the attack. 


Colds of t h e H e a d Kind Ijead to Seri- 
ons Ones If Neglected. 


Colds are largely preventable—even 
a t this time of the year. 


"This in spite of the fact t h a t the 
germs t h a t cause them are with us 
always. 
It Ls only when the system Is 
weakened in 
Its 
normal resistance, 
however, t h a t the germs succeed 
in 
breaking down the defences, and, en- 
tering the tissues, produce t h a t acute 
inflammation of the throat and naaal 
passages known as a head cold. 


A cold m a y be contracted by going 
without proper wraps, or bareheaded, 
by wetting the feet, by indulging in 
violent exertion without proper a f t e r - 
precautions, such as a cold 
shower 
and rub down with a coarse towel. 


Many of those little indiscretions in 
persons accustomed to indoor life m a y 
produce the head cold. 
And the tend- 
ency of every head cold is to extend 
downward, 
involving 
the 
larynx— 
"laryngtis," 
the 
bronchi! — "bron- 
cWtls," and even the 
lungs—"pneu- 
monia." 
Often a neglected cold pre- 
pares the way for tuberculosis. 


Colds 
are 
often 
contagious 
to 
healthy 
persons, 
since 
the 
germs 
which have succeevled in invading the 
tissues acquire increased virulence and 
are thus able to Infect persons whose 
resistance is nearer normal. 


Colds should not be neglected. 
If 
they refuse to respond to simple home 
treatment, a physician should be con- 
sulted. 


Prevent 
colds by the exercise 
of 
care to avoid diminishing the 
body 
resistance. 
Do not be in too great a 
hurry to abandon w a r m wraps 
and 
rubbers because the weathar happens 
to modify. 


On the other band much m a y be 
done to toughten the body's resistance. 
Bathe the neck and chest each morn- 
ing with cold water. 
Practice 
deep 
breathing. 
Keep out of doors as m u c h 
as possible. 
Keep bedroom 
windows 
open.

With the coming of 
cold 
weather 
pneumonia—"captain 
of the m e n of 
death" will begin to strike down its 
victims. 
People talk with some close 
per.sonal friend one 
day 
and a 
few 
days later learn that he has been se- 
lected for the lightning-like stroke de- 
livered by pneumonia. 


Yet practically no person in perfect 
health is in any great danger of con- 
tracting the disease 
under 
ordinary 
circumstances. 


It requires the presence of the germs 
and some outside influence which so 
lowers one's vitality that the growth 
of the germ goes on practically un- 
opposed by natural forces. 
In other 
words, anything that disturbs the nor- 
mal balance encourages the growth of 
disease germs of every varietj'. 


Fatigue is one cause. 
T h e 
tired 
feeling one experiences a f t e r prolonged 
effort of any kind is simply the sum to- 
tal of the protests coming from every 
cell in the body against overwork. 
In 
this condition the cells are unable to 
put up a good fight a n d so they suc- 
cumb to the onslaught of the disease 
germs because they are so tired t h a t 
there is practically 
no 
fight 
left in 
them. 


Loss of sleep and over-eating also 
rae predisposing causes. 
The first op- 
erates by leaving the cells partially ex- 
hausted by the work of the previous 
waking hours. 
F o r it is only during 
sleep that fatigue exhaustion is neu- 
tralized. 


Over-eating clutters up the body with 
a lot of more than useless material 
t h a t has to be handled and the body 
is unable to do this and a t the same 
time maintain its defenses a t the max- 
imum strength. 


Stale air, another cause, is practical- 
ly always the result of t h e 
presence 
of a n u m b e r of persons in the place 
where it is found. 
Air that is thus de- 
ficient in oxygen cannot keep the func- 
tions of the body going a t a normal 
pace and so thus looged a n d hampered, 
it is in a fair way tofall eaally be- 
fore theronslauKbts of waiting germs.

H e had planned to' buy him an 
estate in Scotland and give it to him 
on t h e day he should marry. 


The news of 
John's 
death 
came 
while L a u d e r was singing a comic song 
in a music hall in London. 
They h a n d - 
ed him the telegram when he came ofli 
the stage, and he fell into a chair. 
In 
his agony he rushed over to F r a n c e 
and saw the grave of his son, and heard 
there the story of how the boy had 
turned to God in the trenches and of 
how bravely he died; and then Lauder 
hastened to comfort his wife in their 
Scottish home. 
There a good oi'd Scot- 
tish dominie went to console him. 
He 
found Lauder in an a r m c h a i r by the 
fireplace. 


"Ah," said Lauder, "the loss of my 
bonny boy greeted me sore" (greet is 
Scotch for grieve). 
"We were pals, 
my boy and I, and if you could have 
seen t h a t little white cross in Franco 
you might imagine a little of thé ache 
that c a m e into my heart and the empti- 
ness that came into my life. 
W^hen a 
great blow like that hits a man, 
he 
takes one of three roads. 
He may give 
way to despair, sour on the world, and 
become a grouch; he m a y try to drown 
his sorrow

SPECULATION OVEKRIL-BHES, 


The.people of the country will not be 
deeply stricken with pain over the confessed 
plight of the egg speculators. With poignant 
memories of last winter and the rapacities 
that the v speculators practiced against the 
^American home in putting storage eggs up to 
•a-price that was so nearly prohibitive as to 
forbid those of'ordinary means the use of 
.eggs, the fact that in this early season the 
speculators find themselves greatly over- 
loaded and facing heavy losses can scarcely 
.disturb the public mind. 
: The great storage interests are reported now 


;/to have something above one hundred and 
fifty million dozens of eggs in the ice houses. 
The laying season is still open and prices are 
jjueh as to bring eggs promptly into the mar- 
iiets. The storage interests are now appealing 
to the government to make eggs an army 
ration and so help relieve the egg congestion 
"That would be fine, but the government shoulc 
i;fix the price at a point where eggs would not 
pbe an extravagance, and at the same time 


- ought also to establish a maximum price for 
.•storage eggs -that when the congestion is 
abated there will not be an immediate raid on 
the public. 


It looks as though the storage interests had 


the expedition convoyed there was no loss, 
though the U-boats did their best.

Our titles to our liberties, 
the validity of our government is on trial in the 
trenches today. 
A hundred and forty years ago through France s 


aid we formed our own separate government for 
the administration of our share of this liberty. 
Since that time we have been engaged in tho great 
task of developing it, and to the best of our im- 
perfect ability perfecting it. It is a long look from 
Magna Charta to the constitutional conventions of 
Illinois, Massachusetts and North Dakota, to the 
initiative referendum and recall in California, but 
tho latter rest on the former. So the Ship-Money 
struggles of the British kings and tho new tariff 
board in Washington seem remote from each other, 
but tho one is descended as directly from the other 
as are the laws of Kansas from tho British con- 


For 140 years we have been getting much money 


in America. We havo had tho greatest opportunity 


ever vouchsafed any people to amass riches. W» 
have had freedom, democracy, and a1 virgin con- 
tinent at just the time when commerce has been 
spreading over all the earth by steam and elec- 
tricity. 


We have gained the reputation of being money- 


grubbers. We have been called Yankee hogs. We 
havo been suspected of being devoted to greed 
rather than patriotism. For three-years we drew 
to ourselves a stream of wealth greater than any 
people ever received before. The rest of the" world 
was being drained dry, starved thin, .and bled 
white; but we waxed richer and richer. This has 
been called filthy Jucre, undeserved affluence. 


And now arises the supreme opportunity of all • 


our history. 
We suddenly find ourselves in the 


position of trustees of all this wealth, :and in no 
sense its owners. Bestliiy has been very good to 
America. Fate has made us the richest people on 
earth, the hugest reservoir of industrial power th« 
planet ever bore. The rest of the world and soms 
of us have thought that destiny meant to let us get 
away with all this plunder; but it is not so. God 
knew better all the time. It belongs to Liberty, 
and not to us. Britain, the mother of our Liberty, 
and France its godmother have been sending it to 
us for three'years to be held in trust for their 
supreme hour, and for the extreme hour of df 
mocracy itself. 


It must go back. To keep it would give us ft 


punic victory, but it would kill the nation's soul. 
We are vouchsafed the privilege of'proving that 
our lucre is not filthy but holy. The Liberty Loan 
means tho sanctiflcation of America's wealth. To 
the great chancery of the God of Battles we shall 
go with hands full, and come out with hands clean. 
Thank God for that!

Jurist in the Daudet-Malvy affair. The 
accusations of M. Daudet were outside 
the judicial investigations now going 
on so the government was able to take 
them up and reduce them to nothing. 
"Wo are disarmed against calumny," 
he said, adding that the government 
had undertaken to employ the decree 
of August 4, 1014, which gives the 
government the widest powers to pre- 
vent attacks on the republican regime 
or on the nation's morale.

The players should constantly practice the 
various kinds of tackling to become so 
accustomed to It that they seldom miss 
their man. 


Generally speaking there a» two kinds 


of tackling; the head-on taclfle and the 
side tackle.' The head-on tackle is the one 
in which the runner is met by the tackier 
coming straight at him. 


The tackier should approach his man 


low with his weight well forward and his 
shoulders no higher than the runner's 
knees. At the Instant he makes his tackl 
he should drive Into the man with a pow 
erful leg drive and meet th» runn«r jus 


above or below the kne«. The tackier 
hould'grip firmly and If possible carry 
he runner back. 
The men backing up the line are called 


upon to make this torra of tackle most 
often. 


The side tackle is the one In which the 


tackier meets the runner at an angle. In 
ihese tackles, the runner is elthr ap- 
proaching the tackler's left or right shoul- 
der. 


Whep the runner Is approaching the 


tacklefs left shoulder the tackier should 
keep his -weight well down and time his 
speed in such a way that he will Intercept 
the runner and drive his body across his 
path directly in front. In this case tho 
tackier should take off his right foot which 
should be planted about two feet from th 
runner and about one yard ahead, so tha 
he may be able to shoot, his head an 


body in front of the runner. By taking 
off with the right foot in this manner the 
ackler Is given a leg drive which carries 
lis body well across the path of the run- 
ner and in case of a miss the runner is 
obstructed by the tackler's body. 


"When the runner 
is 
approaching 


towards the tackler's right shoulder the 
performance is just the reverse. That Is, 
the tackier takes off his left foot and grabs 
the runner on his right shoulder and 
chest' 


There is another form of side tackling 


which is very generally used and very ef- 
fective. The form used should be Identi- 
cal with the above description, *only the 
tackier allows his head to slip just be- 
hind the runner and takes the Impact on 
the opposite shoulder. I think tho form 
In which the tackier shoots his head in 
front of the runner Is the more effective.

within the last twenty-four hours have 
piled up a rather formidable showing 
of damage done to shipping and to 
naval units. Besides the American 
transport, Antilles, sunk with a loss of 
seventy lives, two British torpedo boat 
destroyers convoying a merchant fleet, 
in the North Sea, were sunk by Ger- 
man raiders which likewise sent to 
the bottom nine of the Scandinavian 
ships in the convoy, only three escap- 
ing. 


In addition to the sinking of the 


American schooner, Jennie B. Righter, 
of 647 tons, by a German submarine 
off the Spanish coast, is reported. Nine 
men of the crew wore landed. 


The artillery battle in Flanders is 


raging but there has been no infantry 
movements. On the French front, al- 
so, the violent bombardment which 
has been in progress north of Soissons 
for the past few days, has been kepi 
up but here, too, there has been a 
lack of infantry movement except in 
patrol actions. 


Apparently the Russian fleet in the 


battle In and around Moon Sound, north 
of the gulf of Riga, Wednesday, gave a 
good account of Itself against the su- 
perior enemy. 
The Russian admire; 


says the entire third and fourth squad- 
rons of the German high seas fleet and 
probably the fifth squadron took parl 
n the engagement. The three squad- 
rons comprise two-thirds of the Ger- 
man fleet 


The battle ship Slava was the only 


unit of the Russian fleet lost, while the 
Russians accounted for two trawlers. 
Three German torpedo boats were sunk 
by striking Russian mines. The Rus- 
sian fleet withdrew into Moon. Sound 
before the sinking of the Slava which 
was tho only vessel to be damaged 
seriously. 


The Germans have landed troops on 


Dago Island, which lies to the north 
of Oesel Island and forms the north- 
ern1 boundary of Kassar bay.

.supply depots. Field Marshal HaJg*B 
artillery has been shelling the Zonne- 
beke Hector and other points northeast 
of Ypres heavily.

with the United States and the allies. 
Otherwise, they may find themselves 
delaying and possibly preventing the 
triumph and supremacy of the basic 
principles which inspired them to 
tight for their independence and 
upon which they wrote their consti- 
tutions and constructed their na- 
tionalities. 


There should be no hasty criti- 


cism of Argentina, of Chile, of Ven- 
ezuela, of Columbia, of Ecuador, or 
of any other Latin-American gov- 
ernment which may have not yet 
taken a decisive position in the pres- 
ent conflict. 
We must trust that 


each government is acting honestly 
and refuse to admit that influence 
and propaganda are holding- these 
governments back in their final de- 
cision, just as we must decline to 
admit that'such influence and prop- 
aganda kept the government of the 
United States for nearly three years, 
In the face of unspeakable irrita- 
tions, from taking the final step. ' 


On the other hand, let not any part 


of Pan-America blind itself and re- i 
fuse to read tho handwriting on the 
wall, which tells us that there is 
surely, even if slowly, rising, an 
overpowering flood tide of public 
sympathy with the purposes, ideals 
and inspirations of the United States 
in this terrific 
fight 
of Immortal 


right against mortal evil in the rela- 
tions of nations. This flood, if the 
•war continues another year, must in- 
evitably sweep over all Latin-Amer- 
ica from the Rio Grande to the 
Straights of Magellan, making even 
benevolent neutrality impossible.

Then, when the sun shall shine on 


that happy day, all America—Pan- 
America—shall, so to speak, form 
a choir of nations and peoples and 
chant in perfect unison a new hymn 
of Pan-Americanism, a new anthem 
of Pan-American co-operation and 
good-will, confldence-and commerce, 
progress and peace, which will be 
taken up by all the nations and 
peoples of the world and will herald 
the coming of the day when ther& 
shall begin everlasting peace and 
good-will among all men and all 
peoples throughout all time!
